In  the  spring  of  1 96 1  the  trustees 
of  the  newly  chartered  College  of 
the  Albemarle  selected  Dr.  Robert 
Benson  as  the  college's  first  Pres- 
ident. Six  staff  and  faculty  mem- 
bers were  hired,  and  the  college's 
first  session  began  in  September  of 
that  year.  Twelve  classrooms  in  the 
upper  stories  of  a  renovated  hos- 
pital formed  the  setting  for  studies 
in  English,  social  studies,  foreign 
languages,  science  and  business. 


Today,  COA  boasts  a  faculty 
and  staff  of  more  than  eighty  peo- 
ple, including  a  number  of  instruc- 
tors and  staff  at  its  satellite  campus 
in  Dare  County.  The  curriculum 
now  includes  almost  fifty  areas  of 
study.  Ample  classrooms,  voca- 
tional clinics,  training  equipment, 
and  computers  signify  the  changes 
that  have  occurred  since  teaching 
began  at  the  college  thirty  years 
ago.

When  COA  opened  Sept  21,  1961 
the  number  of  students  totaled 
113.  Today  the  number  of  students 
has  risen  to  1600.  While  many 
changes  have  taken  place  the  col- 
lege has  continued  to  add  to  its 
programs  and  curriculum  to  give 
students  the  career  and  job  oppor- 
tunities most  sought  after.  In  1961, 
COA  provided  courses  that  would 
transfer  to  a  four  year  institution 
after  completing  freshman  and 
sophomore  requirements.
